DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 
Content of Specification 

(a) Title of the Invention : See 37 CFR 1.72(a) and MPEP § 606. The title of the 
invention should be placed at the top of the first page of the specification unless 
the title is provided in an application data shet. The title of the invention should 
be brief but technically accurate and descriptive, preferably from two to seven 
words may not contain more than 500 characters.

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

(claim 1, lines 4 and 5) "a staggered cut.. ..the stagger" is vague, indefinite, and/or 
confusingly worded because it is not clear what applicant is referring to by claiming "in a top 
view of the stagger"; 

(claim 2, lines 1 and 2) "the rear wall. . .the stagger" is vague, indefinite, and/or 
confusingly worded because it is not clear what applicant is referring to; etc. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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Claims 1, 4, and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sengewald 
(4,889,523). 

Sengewald discloses process for manufacturing side fold sacks from a flat lying segment 
of a web characterized in that one end of the segment of a plastic tubular film is provided in such 
a manner with "a staggered cut or a staggered detachment along a perforation that in a top view 
of the stagger" (Figs. 1, 5, 9, and 13) the rear wall (Fig. 1; via 1 1) projects beyond the front wall 
(Fig. 1; via 12) and that the stagger is provided with an application of adhesive as far as into the 
area of a fold line (Fig. 5; via seam 35), which is located in the area of the edge of the front wall 
that has been cut free (Figs. 9 and 13; via cutter 41), and the stager is folded over the fold edge 
onto the front wall. 

Regarding claim 4: the perforation lines are affixed on a flat lying web at intervals equal 
to the length of the segments of a web of plastic tubular film, before the segments are added to a 
side fold tubular web by folding the web sides so as to overlap and simultaneously inserting side 
folds and affixing a center weld, which rung lengthwise (Fig. 1, 2, 5, and 13). 

Regarding claim 5: starting from the part that forms the near wall the perforation lines 
can pass in steps over those parts that form the side folds into the part that forms the front wall, 
and that the transverse segments of the graduated perforation line are parallel to each other (Fig. 
13). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
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having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Sengewald (4,889,523) in view of West (442,839). 

Sengewald discloses that the "rear wall projects, in a top view of the stagger", beyond the 
side folds (Figs. 1, 5, 10, and 12). Sengewald does not disclose that the side folds project beyond 
the front wall. However, West discloses a bag with side folds (Fig. 1, via 3) project beyond the 
front wall (2). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to have modified Sengewald' s method for manufacturing side fold sacks 
by having the side folds project beyond the front wall, as suggested by West, in order to 
strengthen the edges of the rear wall of the bag. 

Regarding claim 3: Sengewald discloses that the bottom layers (1 1) of the side folds 
project beyond the upper layers of the side folds (Fig. 1; via 20). 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Wood 4566927, Lehmacher 3857329, Cloud 3390617, Kugler 3385428, and Murch 
3008569 disclose different method for manufacturing fold sacks bags.
